Report of Selectmen. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Milford: 

In presenting this report, it would perhaps be well 
to give a synopsis of the work we have accomplished 
during the past year and suggest some of the things 
which in our judgment should be done this coming 
year. When the reports were printed one year ago, 
the estimates made by the selectmen were $41,093.17, 
with an estimated income of $7,826.00. 

This would call for a tax rate of about $1.80, but in 
town meeting there was raised $46,043.17 and it was 
voted to lay a water main from the pumping station to 
the standpipe. 

This we estimated would cost at least $1,500 and re- 
duce the income that amount. Under these conditions 
it was unavoidably a two per cent. tax rate. It was 
later decided by the water board that it was unneces- 
sary to lay this main. We therefore had so much more 
income and we are pleased to report a substantial re- 
duction in the net indebtedness of the town. 

A seal has been procured, which reads: ‘‘This bond 
belongs to the sinking fund of the town of Milford and 
is not negotiable.’ 

On the evening of October 26, in the presence of se- 
lectmen, auditors and treasurer, this seal was placed on 
all the school and water bonds of the town of Milford 
now held in the sinking fund. 


This was in accordance with a vote in town meeting 
of 1901. 


HIGHWAYS. 


Of the $6,000.00 raised for repair of highways, bridges 
and sidewalks, $1,400 was paid for snow bills in Feb- 
ruary and March, and $500 was expended in repairing 
the sidewalks at Pine Valley. This did not leave a 
very large amount for the season’s work. 

Two pieces of street have been repaired with stone 
and we trust the work will prove satisfactory, although 
in place of the steam roller, which was used on the work 
done before, the town horse-roller was used and, in- 
stead of running all the stone through the crusher, the 
first layer was of coarse chips from the granite sheds, 
each one being placed so that it would bed into the soil, 
and over this the usual layers of crushed stone. 

We would recommend that Union street be repaired 
as far as the railroad crossing and South street should 
receive attention, but the sewer should be put there 
before a stone surface is put on. 


BERRY ROAD CASE. 


We have caused to be brought to trial the case of 
Berry v. Town of Milford, which has been hanging 
along for the past four years. 

This was tried before the county commissioners and 
the finding was for the town. 

We understand that Mr. Berry is not satisfied and 
has filed a petition with the court for a jury trial. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

We feel that perhaps the least said the better in re- 
gard to the light that we have been getting, but we wish 
to be fair with the Electric Light Company and we also 
wish them to be fair with us. 

They have been very free to make promises but very 
slow to fulfilthem. We made a contract with them that 
they should furnish lights from dark until one o’clock 
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for $14 per lamp and $75 per lamp for the are lights. 

When they have water to run with, the lights are very 
fair, but when there is no water there is pratcically no 
light. We have no recommendations to make. 


SEWERS. 


At the last annual meeting the selectmen were in- 
structed to repair or relay the tannery sewer and $1,200 
was raised for the purpose. 

Upon investigation it was found that the old sewer 
was completely filled from the tannery to the brook 
and it was decided that a new one must be laid. Ac- 
cordingly we proceeeded with the work, laying a 15- 
inch pipe from the building to deep water below the 
point opposite the cemetery, so that the current should 
take all the sewerage down stream instead of its lodging 
in the bend above the paint shop, as has been the case 
heretofore. This sewer contains two manholes for 
cleaning out, and the total cost was $1,177.85. Up to 
the present time it has worked to the complete satis- 
faction of all concerned. / 

Early in the year we received a petition from the 
residents of Cottage street, asking that the sewer be 
extended through that street. It was considered ad- 
visable that it should be done and a 12-inch pipe was 
put in for 530 feet. 

The sewer on Maple street has been extended 20 feet 
into the river, thus bringing it into the current and 
keeping the outlet continually under water. 

This extension is a tube, made of boiler iron, con- 
nected on to the old pipe and anchored with heavy 
stones. This may work well for a few years but 
eventually the sewer must be carried down the river 
below the outlet to the canal, as was the original plan. 

In accordance with the vote passed one year ago, we 
have had an engineer here to look the situation over, 
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and the estimated cost of this extension is $4,800, if iron 
pipe is used across the river, and $4,300 if extra heavy 
Akron pipe is used. 

Later in the season we received a petition, signed by 
nearly all the taxpayers of East Milford, asking that a 
sewer be laid from a point near the Calderara store 
through Shepard street to the river. We had it sur- 
veyed and the estimated cost of a 12-inch sewer, with the 
necessary catch basins and manholes, is $1,000. We 
most earnestly recommend the construction of this sewer 
the present year, as the conditions there are almost un- 
endurable during the spring or during rainy spells after 
the ground is frozen. On January 7 the water was 
10 to 12 inches deep over the sidewalks and the only way 
to take care of this is by sewer. 


TOWN HOUSE REPAIRS. 


The expense of town house repairs has been so large 
we feel that perhaps some explanation is due. 

The roof was in very bad condition, there being many 
leaks, both in the old and new parts. 

There have been over 350 slates put on, and the gravel 
part repaired so that the roof is now tight. 

The electric wiring in the building has been done 
over, so that it now conforms to the requirements of the 
inspector. 

The doors at the library and main entrance have been 
changed so that they now open outward. This is in 
accordance with the state law and affords greater safety 
in ease of fire. Storm doors have been placed at the 
main entrance, which keep out a large amount of cold. 
The chimney has been extended so as to give better 
draught. 

A new set of tubes has been put in the boiler and the 
general plumbing has been gone over. ‘The results are 
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that the building has been kept very comfortable in- 
stead of being cold, as has been the case several years 
past. This demonstrates that the boiler is large enough 
to do the work required of it. 

We do not know of any extended repairs to be made 
this year, but of course there are always some on a 
building of this character.

In making the annual report\to the town of the con- 
dition of the Milford Free Library your trustees can on- 
ly say that the year has been void of any especial hap- 
penings either fortunate or unfoitunate worthy of men- 
tion. Under the careful care ofthe Librarian the libra- 
ry has continued to fulfill its mission and so far as the 
means at hand would allow, to meet the requirer ents 
of the public. 

The liberal appropriation which the town annually 
makes supplemented by the interest from the two be- 
quests, has permitted your trustees to purchase 231 new 
books which have been placed upon the shelves during 
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the year, the larger proportion being fiction, to meet the 
demands of the public. Many books of a standard and 
permanent value have been added, and the library grows 
more and more in permanent value. Thirty-five worn 
out books have been replaced by new ones, and the con- 
stant repairing of books by the librarian and her assis- 
tants has kept the library in a condition for circulation 
all the time. 

The library now consists of nearly nine thousand well 
selected volumes of a sufficient variety to meet the va- 
ried demands of the public. It is used by over three 
hundred families, who have taken out upwards of twen- 
ty thousand books during the year. This is a most cred- 
itable showing for a community of less than four thou- 
sand people. The large number of books taken out oth- 
er than fiction proves its usefulness as a public institu- 
tion. 

The public use of a library is largely a matter of ed- 
ucation. A member of this board recently visited a 
very handsome library building in an Indiana city of 
25,000 inhabitants. A beautiful building costing over 
35,000 (the gift of Carnegie) was but recently complet- 
ed and contained 18,000 volumes carefully selected, and 
all under charge of a graduate librarian. An inquiry 
as to circulation figures brought out the surprising fact 
that less than 1000 volumes were taken out per month. 
Every condition appeared favorable for large circulation, 
yet the librarian explained that a public library was a 
new thing in that city, and that it would take years for 
the public to learn to use it freely and intelligently. 
While we have no Carnegie building, or have we 25,000. 
volumes, yet your trustees feel thankful that we have a 
public that needs no educating as to the, intelligent use 
of so valuable an institution as our own little library. 

Over 100 books have been added to the library by 
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gift from friends during the past year. To those who 
have so thoughtfully remembered the library the trus- 
tees would return the thanks of the town. 
The statistical report of the librarian also of the treas- 
urer is subjoined.

Report of the Board of Education. 


The following report of the public schools of Milford 
is submitted by the School Board for the year ending 
Feb. 15, 1905. 


There have been some changes in the schools since the 
last report was published. Last year there was a steady 
loss in the number of pupils attending school, a few at a 
time from all grades, so that one year ago there was a 
total decrease in membership of about sixty scholars. It 
was confidently expected that the new year would make a 
hke showing; but the unexpected happened. When the 
new school year opened in September there were seven- 
teen more pupils enrolled than one year before, and they 
have been coming in every month since, so that at the time 
this report was written ninety-eight new pupils had en- 
tered the school since September. Every grade is full, 
and most of them more than full. 

Notwithstanding the increase in the number of schol- 
ars, we have been able to dispense with the ‘‘overfiow”’ 
schools. As the increase consisted of two to six 
in each grade, it did not seem advisable to form an ex- 
tra school of so many grades. The following year will 
eall for extra schools, if present conditions hold out. 
There are at present over one hundred pupils in the first 
gerade. With the normal ratio of scholars making their 
erade and the usual number failing in the second grade, 
there will be between eighty and ninety pupils in the 
second grade—an impossible number to have in one room. 


There is no reasonable doubt but what there will have to 
be two schools of the second grade of from forty to forty- 
five pupils each. We have school room to accommodate 
this necessity, but there will have to be a re-adjustment 
of seats. The increase in expense will not be very much 

-about two dollars a week. The present second grade 
varies from fifty-six to sixty-six pupils—the limit of the 
-chool room capacity—and for this grade and number of 
children, an assistant is necessary, which has been em- 
ployed for several years. Two schools of this grade, 
with forty-five pupils in each, can be managed by one 
teacher for each room. 

In regard to the other grades, it is impossible to deter- 
mine what will be required, and nothing definite can be 
known until the final test in June, but the probabilities 
are that an overflow school will be unavoidable. If there 
is a surplus of scholars in the upper grades it will be a 
problem to decide what will be done with them. 

The seating capacity of the new rooms is considerably 
less than that of the old buildings. The four grammar 
gerade rooms in the new high school building have a max- 
imum limit of forty-five seats, while the rooms of the 
older buildings will seat from fifty-five to seventy pupils; 
so that when. the scholars of the primary and interme- 
diate grades, which are always large schools, reach the 
grammar grades, we run against the snag of aecommo- 
dation. This is a fruitful source of anxiety at the be- 
ginning of each school year. 

The fourth grade is a very large school, but although 
it has sixty-one pupils, it is very skillfully and suceess- 
fully managed by one teacher. 

The third and fifth grades are also very large schools, 
the respective rooms being full almost to their limit. — 
These grades are under the management of experienced 
and competent teachers, whose habitual suecess needs no 


comment. The two schools of the first erade, with fifty- 
two pupils each, require peculiar tact and ingenuity to 
make of them a successful year, but so far the require- 
ments have been satisfactorily fulfilled. 

In the high school every seat is occupied. Excellent 
work is being done here and the school maintains its 
high mark of excellence. There are at present twenty- 
four tuition scholars in this school. The high school has 
been unfortunate the past year in losing, in the middle 
of a term, the services of experienced teachers. The loss 
of an experienced teacher is to be regretted at any time, 
but more especially during term work. These teachers 
might have been forced, under the law, to remain, but 
after a careful consideration of the question in all of its 
bearings, it was not deemed advisable to enforce our 
rights. 

The Laurel school, owing io its nearness to the graded 
schools, can be run as a three-grade school. It would be 
very pleasing if all the ungraded schools could be placed 
five terms have been very fortunate in their musical and 
on the same plan, but owing to their location, and other 
reasons, such a desirable state of affairs is too much to 
expect. 

All the schools have done excellently in music, and es- 
pecially fine work in drawing. Our’schoo!s for the last 
drawing instruction. 

Miss Julia M. Bartlett presented to the high school, at 
the commencement of the year, a fine collection of min- 
erals, which will be labeled and placed as an addition 
to the Allen collection. 


BUILDINGS. 
Agreeably to the vote of the town last March, the ‘‘ No. 
9’’ building has had a thorough overhauling. After 
considering the various ways of heating large buildings 
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it was‘decidéd to put in a system of steam heating. The 
contractor who put in the heating apparatus did a thor- 
ough piece of work in every part, and has given us a heat- 
ing plant that gives perfect satisfaction. He has ar- 
ranged the piping and valves so that the four large rooms 
can be heated very economically. The floor of the base- 
ment of this building was cemented and up-to-date toilet 
rooms placed at the south end; the whole making a light, 
clean, wholesome and sanitary arrangement. The desks 
and seats of the third grade room were very much dilapi- 
dated. They were removed and replaced by new ones, 
which have greatly improved the looks and utility of the 
room. <All the rooms have been painted and the grounds 
conereted. 

The Shedd school required a good deal of repairing, 
but 1s now in thorough repair. 

The Laurel school house, which was struck by lght- 
nine last summer, has been repaired, papered and 
painted. Some of the people who had children in this 
school, last fall interested themselves in raising a sum 
of money for a musical instrument for the school. The 
result of their efforts has placed in the school an exceel- 
lent organ, also several pictures. The surplus of the 
fund raised was invested in books for a school library. 
These books have been used by the teacher in her work, 
and have added much to the interest and profit of the 
school. 

The ‘‘old briek’’ school house is a constant source of 
annoyance. ‘The past year some two hundred dollars has 
been expended on it, trying to make it decent. The 
toilet rooms were torn out, the floor cemented and the 
whole place renovated—as far as the place would allow 
—but the results are far from satisfactory. The heat- 
ing apparatus is worn out and requires constant repairs. 

In the high school building the plaster ceiling is con- 
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stantly falling. It is a miracle that some of the children 
have not been seriously injured. At the present time 
the ceiling of the lower corridors is loose and liable to 
fall any day. The corridors, the main room of the 
high school and the sixth grade room, ought to be imme- 
diately protected with steel ceilings and a special appro- 
priation made for that purpose. 

We desire to express our thanks to all the teachers for 
their loyalty to their work, and congratulate them for a 
successful year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 
AND DRAWING 


To The Chairman of the School Board : 


In the work in music we are following the course that 
has been used since music was introduced into our schools, 
and by commencement time the children will have com- 
pleted the work outlined for them. In some of the grades 
special drill in voice culture has been given and this work 
will be continued. 

In schools the size of ours it is very difficult to give 
much individual instruction, so most of our work has to be 
class drill. When the children graduate from the grammar 
school they should have a good technical knolwedge of mu- 
sic and be able to sing any of the parts in chorus music. 
In the high school all of the time is given to the learning 
and singing of octavo and coda music. 

The aim of any course in drawing should be to train 
the eye to see and the hand to reproduce the beautiful all 
about us. The child should be taught to appreciate beau- 
ty in form, arrangement and color. Drawing in schools 
composed of pupils of varying ability must of necessity be 
made very simple. 

In the primary grades the children have drawn with 
colored pencils; flowers, leaves, seed-pods, fruits and veg- 
etables. They have made designs for borders and have 
drawn simple landscapes. They have learned the standard 
colors and used them in design. During the winter 
months more time was spent in the drawing of toys and 
familiar objects. 

In the intermediate grades we begun the use of water 
colors and some time has been spent in learning to mix col- 
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ors and to lay flat washes of color. Color charts have 
been made and leaves, flowers, fruits and vegetables have 
been painted in color. Some very good landscape painting 
has been done in some of the grades. The drawing of ob- 
jects of cylindrical shape m foreshortened positions was 
begun inthe fifth grade and good pencil drawings were 
made. The Greek division of space was studied in these 
grades and used in ribbon patterns. 

In the grammar grades the pupils painted in colors 
and black and white, from nature. In these grades is be- 
gun the drawing of groups of objects and these have been 
done in pencil and color. Some'very effective work has 
been done with “crayola,” a crayon especially prepared for 
school use. Some work in design has been done, also 
very good landscapes both in ‘“crayola” and water colors. 

All of the grades have made souvenirs for the various 
holiday events and had some drill in printing. 

In the high school we have painted from nature and 
drawn from still life. A special study of perspective prin- 
ciples has been made and of working plans. 

Throughout the schools there is a marked improve- 
ment over the work of last year. The outline published 
by Mr. Bailey, editor of the “School Arts Magazine,” has 
been of great help in the planning of the work and has 
been followed to some extent. 

I wish to thank the school board and the teachers 
for their co-operation in this department of school work.

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Voters of Milford: 

Your Water Commissioners hereby have to report that 
the year just closed has been a prosperous one in the 
water department. The income from the sale of water 
has paid all running expenses, made considerable addi- 
tion to the plant in the form of extensions on Willow 
street, Highland avenue and Nashua street, relaid the 
pipe at head of Elm strect, paid the interest on bonds, 
paid the appropriation for sinking fund, and turned 
over to the town $1,600. 

WATER HAMMER. 


The first matter to receive attention of the board was 
the water hammer specially troublesome on Gilson hill. 
We secured the services of an engineer and by following 
his recommendation are now able, as we believe, to per- 
manently cure this annoyance. 


INSURANCE AND INSPECTION OF BOILER. 


Believing that the boiler at the pumping station should 
be regularly inspected, we contracted with the Fidelity 
& Casualty Company of New York to perform this ser- 
vice and also to insure us against loss by explosion. At 
their suggestion slight changes in safety valve were made 
and we feel sure the added security is well worth the 
price paid. 

EXTENSIONS. 
Main pipes have been laid in Willow street, along 
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Highland avenue and Nashua street. Appleations have 
been refused for extensions along East Union street, 
Mont Vernon street and Elm street, because in the judg- 
ment of the board the income was not sufficient. In 
the case of Elm street a very generous proposition was 
made by one party desiring water, but sufficient income 
could not be secured to make the extension profitable. 


ROOF FOR STANDPIPE. 


We beheve that the standpipe should be covered to 
keep out the direct rays of the sun, but whether it has 
enough years of service remaining to warrant the ex- 
pense would be a question for expert determination. 


REPAIRS AT STATION. 
The station has been thoroughly painted within and 
without and the pumps have been thoroughly overhauled 
by our superintendent and put in first class shape. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS. 


We believe the plant to be in good order in every par- 
ticular and receiving the best of care, the pumping sta- 
tion doing effective work and the water furnished of 
most excellent quality. We have been troubled, as in 
past years, by a discoloration of the water during the 
summer weather, originating in the wells, but which is 
not detrimental to the quality of the water, as proven by 
repeated analyses, both by our superintendent and the 
board of health.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT, REGISTRAR 
AND TREASURER 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners of thre 
town of Milford, N. H.: 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith present my sixth annual re- 
port. I make the house to house inspection in the spring 
and fall of each year and many leaky fixtures are found. 

I do all the office work of the year and run the pumps 
seven days of the week through the winter months. 

METERS. 

Nine new meters have been installed; one old one re- 
placed by a new one; thirty-five repaired, and none dis- 
continued. 

REPAIRS TO PIPE LINE. 

Thirty-six feet of six-inch main pipe was frozen solid 
and burst on Elm street April 6. — It was replaced with 
new pipe at once. At this place two hundred and fifty 
feet of pipe was lowered to a depth of six feet and so 
far this winter is all right. At a point near the water- 
ing trough I lowered the main pipe under a culvert to a 
depth of ten feet, which has prevented the water from 
freezing at that point. 

The same arrangement was carried out at a culvert 
on the extension of Nashua street. 

HYDRANTS. 

Two new hydrants have been added one on Willow 

street, one on Highland avenue. 
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All the hydrants were thoroughly blown out before 
November 1, as ordered. 


PUMPS. 


The pumps at the station are in remarkably good con- 
dition, raising on an average 118 gallons of water to one 
pound of coal consumed, an inerease of eight over last 
year. 

The air chambers of both pumps have been raised 
up, so as to allow more air cushion, thus reducing the 
amount of water hammer throughout the system. 

This last year we pumped thirty-five million gallons 
of water with twenty tons of coal less than was used to 
pump the same amount in 1895. 


BOILERS. 


The boilers at the station have been inspected and 
insured by the Fidelity & Casualty Company of New 
York. <A new blow-off pipe has been put in; also a 
three-inch safety valve to replace a two and one-half 
inch one. The boilers were considered in good condi- 
tion by the inspector, who makes four inspections a 
year. 

DEAD ENDS. 

All the dead ends have been blown out twice a month 
through the summer season and every precaution taken 
to keep the water in good condition. The difference 
of the quality of water in different parts of the town 
is due to the difference of pipe used in the house. 


ANALYSIS. 


I sent samples of the water at four different times 
to the state board of health at Concord, who reports 
as follows: 

‘“‘This water is in good condition. * * * This is very 
good water. * * * The color is high but all other fac- 
tors are normal.’’ July 30, H. E. Barnard, chemist. 
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The local board of health also sent samples with the 
above results. 
SERVICE. 
Ten new services have been added. 


GATES. 

Main gates have been put in as follows: One six-inch 
on Elm street; one six-inch on Nashua street; one six- 
inch on Union street; one six-inch on Oak street; three 
four-inch on Willow street; one two-inch on Nashua 
street ; and two four-inch on Highland avenue. 


EXTENSION. 

An extension of four hundred feet of four-inch pipe 
has been made on Willow street to connect Union and 
Oak streets. An extension of seventy feet of six-inch 
pipe was made at the end of pipe line on Nashua street 


A culvert of running water had to be passed aan 


which prolonged the work. <A blow-off gate and water- 
ing trough were put at the end of system. 

An extension of five hundred and sixty-five feet of 
four-inch pipe was put in on Highland avenue late in 
the fall, with one hydrant at end of line. 

The first of January, 1905, we had in our coal shed 
about twenty-four tons of coal, which was paid for out 
of the 1904 income. 

I have paid all bills up to date, the interest and sink- 
ing fund and paid one thousand six hundred dollars 
cash to the town treasurer. 

I wish to thank the honorable board for, all the cour- 
tesies extended to me and trust that this year will be 
as profitable as the one just passed. 

Note—By an oversight the itemized account of ex- 
tension on Nashua and Willow streets and Highland 


Avenue was left out.

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Report of Water Works Committee. 


The committee appointed at the last annual meeting 
of the town ‘‘to take under consideration the sugges- 
tions contained in the report of the Water Commis- 
sioners in regard to the installation of meters, the fix- 
ing of water rates; also to see if any better or more sat- 
isfactory system can be devised for the management of 
the water works,’’ herewith present their report. 

One member of the committee visited two towns in 
Massachusetts, one being the town of Natick and the 
other the town of Clinton. Natick has no minimum 
meter rate, charging consumers for the actual amount 
of water used. This practice was so strongly condemned 
by the chairman of the Water Commissioners that it 
was not investigated further. In Clinton; practically 
every service is on a meter, other than single faucets, 
1,417 meters being in use February 1, 1904. Their 
water department is excellently managed and much val- 
uable information was secured. 

Any suggested change in water rates immediately 
brings up the question of how it will affect the net in- 
come of our works. If our system is to be run on a 
sound business basis (and no other should be considered ) 
we do not believe it is wise to reduce our present net 
income. Boilers and pumps wear out; standpipe, gates 
and hydrants will sometime require replacing, and even 
the cast-iron mains slowly deteriorate. Our system 
was built nearly sixteen years ago. _ It is almost certain 
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that within the next five years, or ten years at the latest, 
extensive repairs and renewals will be ealled for. It 
therefore hardly seems necessary to argue that we should’ 
be accumulating a surplus from the operation of the 
works to take care of these future extraordinary ex- 
penses, rather than meeting them later by taxation or an 
issue of bonds. It has been the practice thus far to 
turn over the surplus earnings to the town, to be used for 
general town purposes. We think it would be wise 
hereafter to set apart this surplus and allow it to ac- 
cumulate, and so form a fund which can be drawn upon 
for any extraordinary expenditure; in other words, 
create a sinking fund for repairs and renewals, the same 
as we are now creating a sinking fund with which to 
pay the bonds when they fall due. 

Some readjustment of our present scale of rates may 
be desirable, although no scale can ever be devised that 
will give perfect satisfaction to every consumer. In 
this connection we wish to eall attention to a fact that 
is not usually taken into consideration by the consumer, 
and that is that the sum paid by the consumer is not 
for water alone, but also ineludes the privilege of draw- 
ing upon the supply at any and all times, there being 
an imphed warranty on the part of the water works that 
a supply will be constantly maintained. 

It has been suggested that our present minimum 
meter rate is too high and should be reduced. Should 
this be done there will have to be a readjustment of 
meter rates to maintain the present income. We be- 
heve that it would be advisable to eventually meter all 
services except those where a single faucet is in use. 
As it is impossible to tell in advance just what effect 
installation of meters or changes in rates would have 
upon the water consumption and income of the works, 
the whole question will have to be solved by experiment, 
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In regard to the management of the works, the pres- 
ent is theoretically a good one. A careful reading of 
the resolution, which created the present system of man- 
agement, will show that it was the intention to practi- 
cally confine the work of the board to a broad, general 
oversight and that, aside from the finance committee, 
they should be free from petty details of the manage- 
ment. As a matter of fact, the reverse has been true. 

We would suggest that the present system of manage- 
ment be changed in one respect, to wit, that the office 
of superintendent and registrar and treasurer be sep- 
arated. This would leave the superintendent free to 
devote his whole time to the care of the system, including 
the pumping. The registrar and treasurer would have 
entire charge of the bookkeeping, all financial matters 
under the direction of the finance committee, and also 
the statistical work. Our bookkeeping and statistics 
do not compare at all favorably with those of other 
towns, and more time and attention should be paid to 
these matters. The change suggested might somewhat 
increase the cost of management, but the additional ex- 
pense would be justified by the more efficient and com- 
prehensive service thus secured. 

As the board already has the power to make the 
changes suggested, if they deem it wise so to do, no ac- 
tion on the part of the town is required. 

Of the $50 appropriated for the use of the committee, 
there has been expended the sum of $5.98.

Of the deaths in town in 1904 25 were buried out of 
town, 10 in Amherst Catholic cemetery, 3 in Amherst 
Protestant cemeteries, 3 in Mount Hope cemetery Wilton, 
1 in South cemetery Wilton, 3 in Massachusetts, 1 in Ver- 
mont, 1 in New York, 3 in other towns in our state. 

There were brought here for burial from other places, 
16. 

The average age at death for the year was a fraction 
over 50 years, Of the 62 deaths there were 14 whose 
combined age was 2 years and 27 days, which greatly 
lessened the general average. 

The oldest person was go yrs., 8 mos,, 5 days; be- 
tween go and 100, 2; between 80 and go, 6; between 70 
and 80, 18; between 60 and 70, 10; between 50 and 60, 3; 
between 40 and 50, 2; between 30 and 40, 5. 

The sex was females 35, males 27, 24 of whom one 
or both parents were born outside the United States, and 
8 themselves were born outside our country. 
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
